ELECTION AND COMMISSIONING OF OFFICERS 


On the first Monday in June 1964+ our Company began the 
327th consecutive year of its existence. The report of this June 
Day appears in the preceding Annual Record and so will not 
be recorded here. However, in the interest of relating this 
particular year to its proper niche in time, we will review a 
few important events that occurred. 

In 1964 the first of a series of “long, hot summers” started 
with the terrible race riots in the Watts area of Los Angeles. 
China was reported to have exploded a nuclear bomb, and the 
build-up of American armed forces in Vietnam began. All 
three occurrences were to have a tremendous effect on every 
American during the ensuing years. 

On the lighter side a designer of women’s clothes intro- 
duced the mini-skirt and another designer introduced a top- 
less bathing suit. 

Interstellar exploration continued and the Mariner returned 
close-up pictures of Mars. 

The first so called “underground” newspaper, published 
by “hippies” and far out left wingers, made its appearance in 
Los Angeles under the title “Los Angeles Free Press.” 

The ecumenical spirit was given a lift by the visit of Pope 
Paul VI to Israel and the Holy Land. 

The Vietnam War was the first in history to be brought 
into American living rooms by the magic of television, and the 
U. S. Congress enacted an 11.5 billion dollar tax cut which was 
a victory for the proponents of the Keynesian theory of money 
management. 
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Only future generations can properly evaluate the impact 
of some of these events on the course of American history.

FOR 1964 FALL TOUR OF DUTY 
ANNUAL RECORD 


As Prescribed by Rules and Regulations, Article IX, Sec- 
tion 3, this Committee, commonly called the “Pre-trip Com- 
mittee,” organized with the assistance of the Garden City Tour 
Agency of Boston for a detailed itinerary of an AROUND 
THE WORLD TOUR to start on 19 September and continue 
through 6 October, 1964 with the following schedule: 


CAPTAIN CARLSON’S PRELIMINARY TRIP 
18 January —5 February 1964

Captain Carlson and I left the Boston Airport at ten A.M. 
on the morning of 18 January. After an uneventful trip we 
arrived in San Francisco 12:30 Pacific Coast Time. While wait- 
ing for the Hawaii plane we went to San Francisco and lunched 
at the famous Fairmont Hotel. 


_ _We left San Francisco on Pan Am at 3:30 P.M. and arrived 
in Honolulu at 8:30 P.M. where we were met by the Adjutant 
General and a representative of Gov. Burns. Our Hotel was 
the Hilton Village. Sunday was a bad day to make calls but 
we called on state, military and city officials. We also visited 
a member of the Company Horace “BUD” Smith who is con- 
nected with the Sheraton Corp at the Royal Hawaiian. 


We left Honolulu on Japan Airways and in a few hours 
crossed the International dateline where we lost one day and it 
was Monday. We called on our Ambassador Reichauer and 
we also called on several Japanese dignitaries. Tokyo was all 
hustle and bustle, getting ready for the Olympics. Tokyo is 
now the largest city in the world and the traffic is as bad as 
any city in the world and all the cab drivers are “cowboys”, 
they drive like mad. Captain Carlson was going to have the 
parade in Toyko but the Japanese were not too keen so he had 
to change his plans. 
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Left Tokyo on the 23rd by Air India and arrived in Hong 
Kong as per schedule and stopped at the Hong Kong Hilton. 
In Tokyo we had stayed at the Tokyo Hilton.) There we 
visited American and British officials and made plans for the 
Parade and Banquet. We also visited the 49th Royal Regiment 
of Artillery and they are arranging to give the Company a 
reception when we return in the Fall. 


We visited the British Cemetery (the location for which was 
picked out in 1945 by Brig. E. Foster Hall who is now Secretary 
of the Honorable Artillery Company of London). Everybody 
was most cooperative and it all points up to a great trip in the 
Fall. 


We took off for Beirut stopping on the way at Rangoon 
and Karachi and finally made Beirut. Captain Carlson took 
care of some personal business but we did get in some sight 
seeing and enjoyed Beirut and Lebanon very much and we 
think it would be a good place for the Company to visit some 
day. While in Beirut we stayed at the Phoenicia. 


We stopped in Paris and stayed at the famous Crillon 
Hotel and the next day we left for Stockholm. There we stayed 
at the Grand Hotel. We paid an official visit to our Ambassador 
and also to the Swedish officials and made arrangements for a 
banquet in the famous Golden Hall of the City Hall. 


On February Ist we left for Copenhagen and on our arrival 
were met by Oliver Sandberg’s son. He drove us out to his 
father’s home where we had lunch and dinner. During the 
afternoon His Royal Highness Prince Knud and Princess Caro- 
line Mathilde came to see us and we had a very enjoyable 
afternoon. 


On Monday 8 February we left for London and stayed at 
the Grosvenor House. We went to Armoury House of the HAC 
and were given a luncheon by members of the “Boston Club”. 


Tuesday we visited our old Friend Dick Brennan of Wig 
and Pen fame and had a delightful lunch there. Wednesday 
we left for Boston and had an uneventful trip home and thus 
ended the first Round the World Trip of the representatives of 
the A & HAC.

Afternoon was at leisure, and in the evening we left for a 
special State Dinner held in the Golden Hall in the City Hall. 

The Golden Hall is one of the most unusual and beauti- 
ful halls in Europe. The Company had visited it two years 
before, and those who had the opportunity of visiting for a 
second time will never forget the splendid evening we spent here. 


Tuesday, 6 October 1964 


This morning we embarked on the final leg of our journcy 
back to Boston, where we arrived late in the afternoon, tired 
but very happy. We had participated in a most unusual trip 
for we had circumnavigated the globe on our Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty—certainly a far cry from the early days, when 
the Company marched from Faneuil Hall to Cambridge Com- 
mon for a two week bivouac.

55th (THE RESIDENCY) FIELD BATTERY RA 


In 1786 the Battery was raised as a Company of the Bengal 
Artillery in the service of the East India Company. It was in 
action at the battles of Seringapatam, 1799, and Bhurtpore, 
1826, and carries the names of these engagements as Battle 
Honours. 


During the Indian Mutiny of 1857 the Battery was con- 
tinuously in action in the defence of Lucknow from May-Nov. 
and was besieged in The Residency; and as a result was awarded 
the Honour Title “The Residency”. On 27 Sept. 1857 Bom- 
bardier Jacob Thomas, a soldier in the Battery, won the Victoria 
Cross for his courageous rescue of wounded infantrymen under 
heavy small arms fire. 


The Battery saw action in the First World War in France, 
Salonika and Mesopotamia. In the Second World War the 
Battery fought in France, North Africa and Italy. 
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THE SOUTH WALES BORDERERS (24th REGIMENT) 


The Regiment was raised in 1689 when a commission was 
signed by William and Mary appointing Sir Edward Dering 
Colonel of “a regiment to be raised for our Service”. 


In its early service, the Regiment was named after its serving 
Colonel — thus it was known as Dering’s Regiment. Later it 
was called by its Foot Number — 24th Regiment. In 1873 the 
Training Depot was formed in BRECON, WALES, and a few 
years later the name of the Regiment was changed to the South 
Wales Borderers. Its connections and recruiting come from the 
Principality of WALES and MONMOUTHSHIRE. 


Since 1689, they have taken part in every major campaign 
and war. It campaigned in the Low Countries with MARL- 
BOROUGH who was its Colonel, and later in the War of 
Austrian Succession, Seven Years War, Canadian and American 
campaigns, Pennisular War against NAPOLEON, SIKH Wars 
in INDIA, the Zulu War, and the Two Great Wars, to mention 
only a few. 


The South Wales Borderers have over one hundred Battle 
Honours and can claim one of the British Army’s highest 
honours. In a single battle they won seven Victoria Crosses, 
more than have ever been won in a single day before or since. 
This was at the Battle of RORKE’S DRIFT when a detach- 
ment of the Regiment successfully defended a “post” against 
some 4,000 Zulu Wariors.

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ANCIENT AND HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY 
OF MASSACHUSETTS 


The Company was founded in 1687, only seventeen years 
after the landing of the Pilgrims, after a period of unrest in the 
town of Boston, during which time the right to keep arms 
in their houses was denied certain citizens. It was chartered 
after some controversy, by the Governor and General Court 
on March 13th, 1638, the first charter to be issued to a military 
company in North America. The Ancients are the oldest military 
organisation in the Western Hemisphere and the third oldest 


in the World. 


The leading spirit in the organisation of this company was 
a prominent citizen by the name of Robert Keayne, who had 
been a member of the Honourable Artillery Company of London 


founded in 1537, and it was his idea that a company should 
be formed which would be a “School for officers and a Nursery 
for soldiers”. 


How successful that idea was to become is part of American 
History. The Company fought on every battlefield of New 
England in the first century of its existence; they judged the 
courts; they pleaded at the bar; they instituted town government 
and levelled forests; were active in settling the towns of the 
frontier. Nine tenths of the Company were loyal to the Colonies 
in the Revolution, and by their experience in the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company they served on every battlefield 
where the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bunker Hill 
and Bennington, through Valley Forge to Yorktown. 


This Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw 
march through the streets of Boston has seen four members serve 
as President of the United States of America including the late 
Presidents James Monroe, Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge, 
and John F. Kennedy.

Carr. CARLSON: 
I would now like to call on the Adjutant for the third 
regular toast of the evening. 


Toast: 

May it prosper forever and be a guiding light for the pro- 
tection of man and may it be a guide for all nations. Gentle- 
men, I give you the British Commonwealth of Nations. 


Cart. CARLSON: 
In reply to the toast to the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, His Excellency, Sir David Trench, K.C.M.C. and M.C. 
(all stand and applaud) 


H. E, Sir Davin TRENCH: 

Capt. Carlson, Gentlemen of the Ancient and Hon. Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts: Some fourteen years ago I was on 
a course in the United Kingdom. It was one of those staff 
courses which are so popular these days. One of the first exer- 
cises we were given was to write a paper explaining just what 
we thought the British Commonwealth was. For someone like 
myself, this seemed like a fairly easy assignment. It proved in 
fact to be a good deal more difficult than it seemed. We were 
of course considering what historians, I believe, usually refer 
to as the Third Commonwealth. The first one, the old original 
Commonwealth, based on the mercantile laws of those days 
and thought of generally in terms of trade and settlements, is 
often said to have virtually ended with certain internal dis- 
agreements which occurred in the year 1776 and which will 
certainly be familiar to you all, coming as you do from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. There was some trouble over 
tea, I believe, and ever since then I believe, too, that coffee has 
supplanted tea in the affection of the American colonies and 
their descendants. We perhaps were a little generous in Great 
Britain in that baked beans and cod are still some of our 
favorite foods!, However, be that as it may, the Second British 
Commonwealth, learning one hopes a little something from pre- 
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vious experience, was rather more liberal and decentralized in 
its policies although this was the area of the vast and I may 
say a little inadvertent expansion of the Empire. This period 
in the history of the Commonwealth is important in my opinion 
chiefly for the fact that there emerged the concept that the 
various territories, which had been acquired, although subject 
in the final analysis to the government of Great Britain, were 
governed separately from the government of Great Britain 
and that they were allowed to develop as wholly separate entities. 
Now this concept was entirely new in the very long history of 
the relationship between subject people and their sovereign as 
a political device and had never been tried before, at least in 
historical times and in fact it is still a device peculiar to the 
British, with one or two very modern imitations. I think we 
could say that this second Commonwealth substantially came to 
the end with the first war, although these processes of separate 
development had been brought to their logical conclusion long 
before this, with the establisment of the old independent 
dominions. 


The history of the Third Commonwealth, that is to say 
the Commonwealth as it had developed, particularly since the 
last war, has of course been the story of the further expansion 
and development of this same idea. Since then I am right in 
saying that some nineteen former dependent territories had 
become independent but I am not too sure of the number, to 
tell you the truth because it happens so fast these days it is hard 
to keep up with them. There has also been a further gloss put 
on the previous concept to the independent Commonwealth by 
the invention of the device of forming republics and regarding 
the Monarch not as the Queen of the independent Common- 
wealth nation but merely as the head of the Commonwealth. 
I see there have been hints recently that we might go to surely 
the ultimate in the development of the Commonwealth for I 
read the other day some of the African states were thinking of 
throwing Britain out of the Commonwealth. I must think ‘this 
would rather be like throwing apples out of apple pies! I some- 
how believe that the Commonwealth might somehow not be 
the same afterward. 


However, let us return to the paper on the nature of the 
Commonwealth which I was writing, when I started all of this. 
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When you analyze the Commonwealth as it now is, you find of 
course that the only formal link holding it together is Her 
Majesty the Queen as its head. Important as this link is, one may 
well ask whether it is sufficient to explain why so many of the 
new independent nations have elected to remain in the Com- 
monwealth. Clearly there must be some other fairly substantial 
reasons and these reasons probably lie in the habit of consulta- 
tion and cooperation which has grown up within the Common- 
wealth and each individual member seems to find some advan- 
tages for it. This is not to say that the Commonwealth is a 
bloc, like the Afro-Asian bloc or any other bloc. There is 
certainly no such thing but there is within the Commonwealth 
an indefinable way where we all think along similar lines on 
many subjects, although not by any means on all, which may 
come up and of tackling things in roughly the same way. The 
other institutions such as the periodical prime minister’s con- 
ferences, economic conferences and technical conferences which 
take place from time to time all help to preserve the feeling of 
subject relationship for nations of the Commonwealth for each 
other to a lesser degree. A citizen of one Commonwealth coun- 
try travelling to another is fully aware that he is not at home 
but nevertheless he does not feel that he is quite as foreign in 
a country of a Commonwealth as he would be if the country 
were outside the Commonwealth. These are all intangibles and 
of course Commonwealth countries very frequently have sharp 
differences; nevertheless, these friendly feelings are there and 
frequently as in Southeast Asia, they do result in material sup- 
port being given by several to any one who happens to be in 
trouble. Many people in the Commonwealth ask themselves 
whether anything is really achieved by this almost factitious 
concept. Naturally enough I think it is and without the Com- 
monwealth the world would be a poorer place. Let me try to 
explain. 


We have in the United Nations an organization of a very 
different type indeed. In spite of its failures, the United Nations 
has done much to improve world relationship but I say it isa 
very different type indeed because it is based on a complex 
organization, on carefully thought out rules of one kind or 
another. It is a central secretariat and it follows laid down pro- 
cedures. The United Nations can scarcely avoid this kind of 
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thing but as we have all learned, rules and procedures are 
powers which require good will for settlement and when that 
good will is lacking, nothing can be done. The British Com- 
monwealth has always operated on precisely contrary lines. It 
has sought to establish good will between its members and has 
abstained totally from imposing formal rules and procedures 
on the theory that if good will is there, the rules and procedures 
will evolve for themselves. I think it is important to try to 
demonstrate this other approach to the world and even if in 
the end we fail, at least the effort will have been worthwhile. 
The Commonwealth then is a body of nations who recognize 
the Queen as head of the Commonwealth, who seek to regulate 
their relation with each member, exercising restraint and good 
will and who try to keep each other informed of their respective 
points of view. I think this is about all there is to it, and I 
cannot think that the world could come to any worse harm 
if all nations try to follow these same principles in their dealings 
with one another. 

You, gentlemen, come from Massachusetts where in a sense 
the story all started. You did your part in impelling us along 
the road which we subsequently followed. Your nation adheres 
to the same general principle or behavior towards others which 
we try to follow in the Commonwealth. That the Common- 
wealth and the United States of America will continue to live 
in amity I do not for a moment doubt. (applause) Let’s hope 
that our joint efforts to bring some order into this world, based 
on fair play for all, will ultimately be successful! (applause) 


Carr. Carson: 

Thank you, Governor, for that nice instructive talk. Now 
I have another pleasant duty to perform. I would now like to 
present you with this beautiful Revere Bowl from Massachu- 
setts as a memory of this occasion. 


GovERNOR TRENCH: 
Thank you very much indeed! (applause) . 


Cart. CARLSON: 

Gentlemen, before I give the next regular toast, the Mayor 
of Boston would like to say something at this time so I will now 
call upon the Mayor's representative to make a presentation 
to the Governor. 
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Mayor’s REPRESENTATIVE: 

On behalf of the Mayor, I would like to present you with 
a historical book of the story of the past and future of the City 
of Boston (applause) . 


Cart. CARLSON: 
And now the fourth regular toast — to the United States of 


America. 


Toast: 

Peace is our motto, but not peace at any price. In partner- 
ship with the Commonwealth of Nations, we shall attain our 
goal. Gentlemen, I give you the United States of America. 


Capt. CARLSON: 
In response to that toast will be the Consul General of the 
United States in Hongkong, the Honorable Edward E. Rice. 


Tue Honoras_e Epwarp E. Rice: 

Your Excellency, honored guests, members of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. I had 
intended to begin my remarks by saying that I wanted to wel- 
come you to Hongkong as the ranking American, permanently 
stationed in Hongkong, but looking to the right to Governor 
Trench, and remembering his gracious American wife, and also 
remembering, or half-remembering, some rule of protocol in 
that our wives take our rank from us, I realize that I am out- 
ranked in Hongkong by Lady Trench (applause) so I thought 
I had best confine myself not to the present but to the past! 


I understand that the headquarters of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts are located on 
the two top floors of Faneuil Hall in Boston. I also understand 
that the second floor of that Hall, or as in British style, we 
would say the first floor, is occupied by a museum which has 
many historical treasures of the State of Massachusetts, but one 
of these historical treasures is a very handsome pistol about two 
hundred years old which belonged to a famous American silver- 
smith, who designed the Bowl, a copy of which was presented 
to Governor Trench this evening. I understand too that the 
first owner of this pistol played a significant part in saving 
some of the members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachuetts from the consequences of alleged 
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misdeeds. These members of the Company were said to have 
participated in the events the Governor recalled of throwing 
into the harbor of Boston a cargo of tea which our British 
cousins took in bad part, and perhaps it is not too badly dis- 
torting history to say that our British cousins started out to 
teach some of these members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery a lesson and the owner of that pistol jumped on his 
horse, waited for the signal which came from North Church 
Tower and then he rushed through the countryside on his horse 
warning that the British were coming. Now I have only one 
connection with that event, besides the fact that I am an 
American. It is that a somewhat similar duty fell to my lot as 
the American Consul General in Hongkong to warn the British 
that the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts have come to Hongkong (applause) . Now times 
changed and instead of shot and shell, the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts have been received 
here with open arms. As an American stationed in Hongkong, 
I want to thank the Governor of Hongkong and the British 
armed forces which have made this splendid arrangement for 
the reception of this Company. Thank you (applause) . 


Cart. CaRLson: 
It gives me great pleasure to present at this time to Honor- 
able Edward E. Rice a Revere Bow! in memory of this occasion. 


Tue HonorasLe Epwarp E. RICE: 

Thank you very much. If I had known I were to be a 
recipient of a Revere Bowl, I should have offered to make either 
a longer speech, or a shorter one —I don’t know which would 
be better (applause) . 


Cart. CaRLson: 
I call on the Adjutant for the next regular toast. 


ADJUTANT: 

Gentlemen, before I give the next toast, no dinner would 
be complete without some representation from the Artillery 
Company of London and besides Major Green tonight, we have 
the following veteran members of the Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany whom I would like to call upon to rise so that the rest 
of our members can see them: Capt. Cloud, Mr. Wadwell, Capt.

From Cape Cod to the Berkshire Hills, 
its God fearing people extend the hand of fellowship to all 
the people of the earth.

Capr. CARLSON: 

Responding to that toast will be Col. John H. O'Connell 
representing the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for our Gover- 
nor Peabody (applause) . 
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Cot. Joun H. O’ConneELL: 

Reverend Clergy, Your Excellency Governor Trench, gentle- 
men: on behalf of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, I bring 
you the good wishes and congratulations of your Governor and 
Commander in Chief, Endicott Peabody. Thank you (applause) . 


Capt. Carison: 
I call on my Adjutant for the next regular toast — the City 
of Boston. 


ADJUTANT: 

Seventh regular toast. The Athens of America, the hub of 
the universe, its learned institution sends forth its graduates 
to all the world for the benefit of all mankind. Gentlemen, I 
give you the City of Boston. 


Cart. CARLSON: 
In answer to that toast will be Col. Timothy J. O'Leary 
representing Mayor Collins of Boston. 


Cot. Timotny J. O'LEARY: 

Governor Trench, distinguished guests and members of the 
Honorable Artillery Company, it is indeed a pleasure for me 
this evening to answer the toast to the City of Boston.

Commanded by Major G. S. Hatch, R.A. 

The Battery was formed in 1812 and was originally a company of 
the Madras Artillery. In 1840 the company went to China and 
as a result of their distinguished service “had awarded to them 
the honour of bearing upon their Colours and appointments the 
golden Dragon wearing an Imperial Crown.” 

The Battery fought in nearly all of the major battles in France 
in the first world war. It fought in France and Italy in the 
second world war. 


143 (TOMBS TROOP) MEDIUM BATTERY, 
ROYAL ARTILLERY 
Commanded by J. M. Cox, R.A. 


The Battery was raised in India as part of the Bengal Horse 
Artillery on 30th June 1825. It was equipped with five six 
pounder guns and one twelve pounder. Within four months it 
was at the siege of Burtport. 

From then till the Indian Mutiny it took part in many minor 
actions. On 9th July 1857 at DELHI, MAJOR TOMBS and 
LT HILLS won the VC for outstanding bravery. 

In 1866 the Battery moved to England and stayed at Brighton 
until the first war and between the wars. It served in France 
during the first and in Italy during the second world wars. In 
Italy it was equipped with American SP 105 guns.

“The Last Trumpet” 


One hundred years ago, in 1865, the last trumpet sounded, 
and the Civil War came to an end. Twenty years ago, in 1945, 
the last trumpet sounded again, and World War II was over. 


For us members of the Ancient and Honourable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, the first military company chartered 
in the Western Hemisphere, a Company well-known for its rever- 
ence for the past and for the members it has given in all the 
wars of our country from the beginning of her history, these are 
anniversaries of high significance as we come to the close of our 
327th year, a year highlighted by a Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
around the world—to fabulous Honolulu, to fantastic Hong 
Kong, to urbane Tokyo, and to spotless Stockholm. To Captain- 
Commanding John I. Carlson, whose dedication to this Company 
cannot be challenged and whose resolute good intentions war- 


rant kind and gracious support, our thanks for a memorable 
year. 


It is also significant that we are assembled today in the 
Episcopal Cathedral Church of St. Paul —and for this courtesy 
we are grateful to its Dean, gracing our Service with his presence 
and with his prayers, the Very Reverend Charles Henry Buck, 
Jr, who served with distinction as a Chaplain in the United 
States Navy during World War I1—for both in 1865 at the 
First Church in Boston on Chauncey Street and in 1945 at the 
Old South Church in Copley Square an Episcopal clergyman 
delivered the anniversary sermon, the Reverend George M. 
Randall, then Rector of the Church of the Messiah in Boston 
and later Missionary Bishop of Colorado, Montana, Idaho and 
Wyoming in the earlier Service, and the Reverend Arthur W. P. 


Wylie, rector of All Saints Church in Dorchester, in the later 
one. 


The record states that on June 5th, 1865, the weather was 
“auspicious”. I presume that means it was good — as it is today 
and as it usually is for us on June Day —and those who are 
persuaded that this is reward from on high for the graciousness 
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and kindness of the Company to carry Chaplains on its staff 
and to take them along on their tours shall not have their con- 
viction challenged in any way by me. The record continues, 
“At 10 o'clock the line of about 250 members was formed and, 
accompanied by Gilmore’s fine band, marched up State Street, 
with Captain James A. Fox as commander . . . and then pro- 
ceeded to attend Divine Service.” The Reverend Dr. Randall 
was a little long — his printed address covers 45 pages — but he 
had a lot of important history to cover: the November before 
Abraham Lincoln had been re-elected to the presidency; in 
March he had delivered a most moving Second Inaugural Ad- 
dress; in April Lee had surrendered to Grant at Appomattox, 
and five days later Lincoln became the victim of an assassins 
bullet. In 1945 the Reverend Dr. Wylie was much, much shorter 
—his address covers only three and one-half pages, and I hasten 
to assure you that I’ve set my limits by him— but he had no 
less important events of history to review. For in April of that 
year the forces of freedom lost a great leader in the passing of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt and in that same month and in the 
next the forces of tyranny capitulated, first in the self-destruction 
of Adolf Hitler and then in the formal surrender of Nazi Ger- 
many. How many of you present here today were present on 
June Day in 1945 I do not know, but the roster shows that in 
June of 1945 Ichabod Bunker was the outgoing Captain, John 
C. Brink his First Lieutenant, and Harvey B. Legee his Second 
Lieutenant; Edward J. Kane, Leo E. Bourdon, Raymond F. 
Rauscher, James E. Bagley, Jr., and Joseph V. Hughes served 
on the Commissioned Staff; and Clarence E. Hyde, Hazen G. 
Keith, Rangnar Fridolin, Henry A. Turner, Amos H. Shepherd- 
son, John M. Pullman and Robert L. Rimmele were Sergeants 
succeeded by Sergeants George A. Turain, Leonard T. Smith, 
Charles F. Strong, Joseph G. Gazzola, Albert Silva, Aloysius J. 
Haley, Frederick A. York, Jr.. Harmon D. Smith, James Ss. Moz- 
zicato, J. Urban Edgren and Sergeant Major Allan Roy Kingston. 
So some of you remember — all of you who wear battle ribbons 
and decorations remember well — that in 1945, just as in 1865, 
the notes of the last trumpet of conflict were in the air. 


But if anything impresses itself upon us 100 years later and 
20 years later, it is the sad and sorrowful truth that while those 
wars are over, the battles still go on, and still the earth is crim-

The Captain Commanding and the Lieutenants salute our 
i &< honored dead at the memorial on the 
. S.S. Arizona which was sunk in Pearl Harbor in 1941 
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soned with the blood of fighting men. This is the price that is 
paid still today in the Dominican Republic, in Vietnam, and in 
Berlin to secure the freedom and the peace presumably won in 
World War II, and this is still the price that is being paid 
today in our own country to secure the equal civil rights of all 
our citizens presumably established by the Emanicipation Procla- 
mation, by the 13th Amendment to our Constitution, and by 
the victory of the North in the War Between the States. What 
a prophet Abraham Lincoln was when he spoke of “Every drop 
of blood drawn with the lash” being paid for “by another drawn 
with the sword”! The last trumpet of those wars has sounded, 


but the fighting and the carnage go on. 


O£ course they do, for doesn’t God tell us in His Word 
that until the end of time there shall be “wars and rumors of 
wars . . . (and that) nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom”? (St. Matthew 24:6,7) That word, 
almost two thousand years old, is true. God’s Word never fails. 
Its prophecies are always fulfilled. Now this is in no way whatso- 
ever relieves us of the obligation to strive for peace and the duty 
to seek always to establish it — and I'll have a word to say about 
that presently — but what it does do is to provide proof of the 
absolute reliability of the Word of God in all its other statements 
and pronouncements. You and J, we can trust God’s Word to be 
completely true when it tells us that all those who humbly con- 
fess their sins and place their hope of heaven in the holy, sinless 
life and in the vicarious, atoning death upon the Cross of God's 
own Son, Jesus Christ, shall receive perfect pardon and remis- 
sion and shall be rewarded with eternal bliss. That’s the Chris- 
tian Gospel, and, as a Christian minister, that’s the message I’m 
bound by my ordination vows to proclaim. So, to each and to 
every one of you I say, and yet not I, but God himself, for this 
is His Word, “Repent, and be baptized (Acts 2:38) . . . Believe 
on the Lord JESUS Christ, and be saved (Acts 16:31) ... Trust 
in the Lord and do good .. . and He shall give thee the desires 
of thine heart.” (Psalm 37:3,4) 


But to return to the responsibility we have and the role 
we are to play in a world full of fighting, and in a nation filled 
with hate, and in a commonwealth — as the whole country now 
reads in the latest issue of THE SATURDAY EVENING POST 
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— tainted with corruption. Now to achieve lasting peace in all 
the world is a hopeless task. To remove prejudice from all 
America is impossible. To eliminate all graft in Massachusetts, 
or in any other state or municipality, for that matter, is un- 
attainable. But what can be done and what must be done is 
to produce a peaceful man, and a tolerant man, and an honest 
man, and to have him give himself to the cause of righteousness 
and of brotherhood and of peace. Such a man was that great 
and good soul whose heart cried out, “With malice toward none, 
with charity for all, with firmness in the right as God gives us 
to see the right. let us strive on. . .” 


No one of us can measure up to his stature, to be sure, but 
if this illustrious assemblage, as one man, would now dedicate 
itself head and heart and hand to the cause of world peace, to 
the establishment of full freedom for all, and to a faithful and 
unswerving adherence to pure morality in private and in public 
life and living, what goodness, what greatness, what grandeur 
would be within our grasp! 


So on the 100th anniversary of the last trumpet of the Civil 
War and on the 20th anniversary of the last trumpet of World 
War II, in this Service dedicated to the memory of our departed 
comrades, let us—in our moments of reverent silence — keep 
an open ear, for today another trumpet sounds. To all men of 
good will it is a call to arms. And let all who hear it be granted 
the grace in spirit to march forth from here, as the speaker at 
this service 100 years ago declared, “in the ranks of that conse- 
crated host, whose Great Captain is the Son of God, whose 
battleflag is the ‘banner of the Cross,’ and whose trophies of 
triumph are the glories of heaven.”

Captain Carlson, our retiring Captain Commanding; our 
newly-installed Captain Commanding, John Riley; Chaplain 
Bauer, Father Brock, Henry Scagnoli representing Mayor Collins, 
my comrades in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, 
and guests: First of all, this evening I would like to join with 
you in rejoicing and thanking God for the safe return and 
success of our newest astronauts. (Applause.) 

Governor Votre: I am sure that most of you realize what 
a tremendous part Massachusetts played in that successful mis- 
sion, for even the food that the astronauts ate was made right

I got there at 
2:03. That is not too bad for a Republican. 

In the present age, where diversity reigns, the roads to the 
beautiful are often obscure. The Ancient and Honorable Artil- 
lery Company, for more than three centuries, has shown us that 
there are many interesting and singular minds on this earth. 

You have survived the perils of contributing to mankind, 
and history will record your search for the truth of and reason 
for events as a seeking of places and people on earth so lovely 
that all would press them to their hearts. 

The landscape of your history is filled with images of con- 
tinuing faith, hope, and charity, and rings with the sound of 
beautiful verse. 

It is, therefore, with a profound sense of honor that, as 
the Governor of Massachusetts, I respond to the toast at this 
celebration of the 327th Anniversary of the Most Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Boston, and may I at the same 
time congratulate John Carlson on the outstanding job he has 
done during the past year as Captain Commanding, and wish 
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for Captain Commanding John Riley a very, very successful ad- 
ministration and a wonderful year.

Bric. Gen. Perera: The next gentleman is well known to 
most of you. The former Mayor of Newton, member of the 
House of Representatives, Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and currently Commissioner of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts — 
the Honorable Howard Whitmore.
